Washington, June 14.—A note of 
pessimism is discernible today in tho 
tone of the discussion of the negotia­ 
tions for peace in the far East. 
As 
far as is ascertainable at this time, 
no permanent ground exists for the 
supposition that the negotiations are 
not proceeding favorably. 
It is real­ 
ized in both governmental and diplo­ 
matic quarters that until the two bel­ 
ligerents actually are brought togeth­ 
er on a common basis of understand­ 
ing, the possibility of a hitch must be 
taken into account. 
Among members of the diplomatic 
corps the jornial response ot the Rus­ 
sian government to the president’s ap­ 
peal for a cessation of hostilities was 
received with keen interest. 
It was 
made the subject of a conference at 
the White House between the presi­ 
dent and Minister Takahira. 
The de­ 
tails of the conference were not dis­ 
closed, but Minister Takahira intimat­ 
ed strongly that the negotiations were 
proceeding smoothly. 
In other diplo­ 
matic quarters It was suggested that 
possibly a too optimistic view of tho 
situation generally was being taken. 
In an Important quarter the belief 
is expressed that no differences have 
arisen in the progress of the negotia­ 
tions which would amount to a hitch 
or which could not be smoothed over 
with tact and earnest persistence on 
the part of the president. 
Direct com­ 
munication 
between 
St. 
Petersburg 
and Tokio has not yet been estab­ 
lished. 
The White House is yet the 
medium for ail communications be­ 
tween the two capitals. Important de­ 
tails remain to be agreed upon before 
the plenipotentiaries of the belliger­ 
ents can meet to discuss the means of 
ending the war. 
There is adequate 
authority for the statement that there 
is no actual hitch in the preliminary 
negotiations. 
Progress is being made, 
but it may be several days or even 
longer before all details for the meet­ 
ing can be definitely fixed. 
A diplo­ 
mat explained the situation when he 
said certain optimists had succeeded 
in getting ahead of the actual status 
quo of the negotiations. 
"These op­ 
timists,” he added, ‘ naturally become 
alarmed when they find that the nego­ 
tiations are not k e y in g pace with 
their 
predictions, 
and 
straightway 
they announce a hitch in the negotia­ 
tions.” 
Russia regards hor consent to ap­ 
point 
plenipotentiaries 
to 
discuss 
means of ending the war as a tentative 
arrangement. 
Although

plenipotentiaries is used in the Rus­ 
sian reply, it is understood that their 
appointment does not commit Russia 
to any pledge to end the war.

Athens. June 14.—-Theodore P. Del- 
yannls, the popular premier of Greece, 
was stabbed and mortally wounded by ( 
a professional gambler named Gher- 
karis. at the main entrance of the 
chamber of deputies at 5 p. rn., yester­ 
day. 
The premier died within three 
hours. 
The assassin, w*ho was imme­ 
diately arrested, said he committed 
Hie deed iii revenge for the stringent 
measures taken by Premier Delvannis 
against the gambling houses, all of 
which recently were closed. 


Hot Shot at Lawyers. 
Chicago, June 14.—“Jocko” Briggs, 
who was to have been hanged next 
Friday for the murder of Hal Peterson, 
a cigar dealer, on the night of Sept. 
12, has been granted a stay of one 
week by Judge Barnes. 
In granting 
the stay the court declared that he 
did so for the reason that the attor­ 
neys of Briggs had not looked after 
his case in a prop* r manner, and lie 
desired the prisoner to have all the 
consideration shown him that was per­ 
missible under the circumstances.

June 14 has the sam e sort of a place 
th at July 4 has in the development of 
the A m erican nation. 
It was on Ju n e 
14, 1777, th a t the Continental Congress 
ad ‘ptcd a resolution reciting th at “ the 
flag of the thirteen United States be 
thirteen stripes, 
alternate 
red 
and 
white: that the union be thirteen sta rs 
white, in a blue field, representing a 
ne*" co n stellatio n .” 
T his was eleven 
months after the D eclaration of In d e­ 
pendence. 
It was two years and two 
months after the em battled farm ers at 
Concord bridge “ fired the shot beard 
round the world ” Yorktown, however 
the last battle of the revolution, was 
four years and fo u r m onths in the fu­ 
ture. 
The Ja g has seen some vicissitudes 
since that day m ore than a century 
and a q u arte r ago when the decree 
went out for its creation.

ed in wars ag a in st England, Mexico 
and Spain, as well as ag ain st the 
pirates of the B a rb a ry coast, and like 
wise in a g re a t civil conflict. 
In every 
case, notw ithstanding tem porary de­ 
feats, it has been ultim ately victori 
ous.

We can certainly get in a full day, as 
day light comes about three o'clock 
in the morning and dark about nine 
at night. 
Anyone wanting to get a home here 
had better not put it off too long as 
this country is fast filling up.

steads are getting scarce in this partof 
the country. 
There is plenty of nice land for sale 
here yet and there 
are some good 
homesteads twelve or thirteen miles 
south of bere.
